was with him the entire night. When 
not engaged in religious devotions he 
talked with his death watches. 
He 
was at att times cheerful and talked 
lightly of his impending doom. 
At 
midnight he was served with a sub­ 
stantial mea! of eggs, biscuits, sweet 
potatoes and meat. 
He ate heartily. 
The crime for which Kruger paid the 
leath penalty stands out in bold re­ 
lief as one of the most dastardly in 
the history of Westmoreland county. 
In March, 1903, Kruger came to this 
county and secured employment at the 
No. I plant of the Jamison Coal & Coke 
company, three miles northeast 
of 
town. 
In February he had been 
re- 
'eased from the Western penitentiary 
ifter serving a term for petty larceny. 
With him came Peter Mattern, a notor­ 
ious character in the county for many 
years, and his brother. Fred Kruger. 


On July 5 Louis Olios, a miner, pre­ 
ferred a charge against the trio of at­ 
tempting to dynamite his home while 
Ii is family was abed. 
Mattern 
and 
Fred Kruger were brought to Greens­ 
burg and remanded to jail for trial at 
ourt. Charles Kruger was away from 
home at the time of the arrests. 
On Thursday, July 9, Constable Hen­ 
ry Foster Merer, of Greensburg, went 
to Jamison No. I with a w arrant for 
K ruger’s arrest. 
The warrant 
was 
read and Kruger consented to come to 
Greensburg. 
The constable was 
un­ 
armed. although warned before leaving 
Greensburg that lie was about to ar­ 
rest a dangerous man. Kruger went to 
an adjoining room for his coat and pro­ 
curing a revolver shot three times at 
the constable. 
Kruger was seen 
to 
leave tho house immediately after the 
hots were fired and made off across 
ountry. 
M erer was brought to 
the 
W e s t­ 
moreland Hospital. 
One 
bullet 
had 
penetrated his brain and he died with­ 
out regaining consciousness. 
A posse, headed by Sheriff John ii. 
Treacher, hunted all day within a wide 
ailius of the scene of the murder, aud 
was 
not until nightfall that 
(lie 
murderer was found hiding iii a tree 
rce-fourths of a mile from Jamison 
I. 
Kruger was tried al. Hic November

The proceedings were carefully 
and 
< autiouaiy conducted, and two full days 
were required in lim taking of testi­ 
mony, The Jury arrived at a first de­ 
gree verdict after deliberating 
leas 
than an hour. 
Throughout the 
trial 
Kruger was in a surly mood and when 
sentence of death was pronounced lie 
turned to the trial ju d g e and said: " i’ll 
meet you in hell.” 
Kruger attracted 
a 
national noto­ 
riety because of his 
confessions to 
whoeaaie crimes. Soon after tin* death 
I sentence had been pronounced be told 
i his jailers that he was guilty of 
the 
I murder of Alexander McNaught along 
I the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
cast 
of 
Greensburg, five years ago. These con­ 
fessions were made the subject of ex­ 
haustive investigations, but their au­ 
thenticity could not lie established.

It iias been found that there arc nu­ 
merous h a b itu a l in the city who < an 
bo pumped with remarkable ease and 
it is the hop© of the mayor that after 
the saloonists once find that they can 
not put trust in the hard drinker they 
will desisi from selling 
them more 
whisky. 
The majority of the deplora­ 
ble cases that come to the sight of the 
officials emanate lroin tho ranks of the 
habituals, and the mayor will do ail 
within ii is power to put a stop to the 
selling of drink to them.

In his peti­ 
tion the plaintiff says he was injured in 
the street car accident which occurred 
on the evening of March 4 ti last. which. 
he Bays, was due to the carelessness 
and incompetence of the company’s em­ 
ployes. 
On the evening of the accident, lie 
alleges, he boarded a car in the Pleas 
ant Heights addition, which is situa 
ted at the summit of a steep grade 
There is a short stretch of level track 
at the end of the line on the summit 
of the grade, where the cars are us­ 
ually allowed to stand while the trol­ 
ley is being reversed for th e 
return 
trip. 
The plaintiff says that on this occa­ 
sion the company bad undertaken 
to 
run some of its cars without a conduc­ 
tor, leaving 
only 
a 
motorman 
in 
charge. 
George Toland, the 
m otor­ 
man, stopped the car on the incline be­ 
fore the level summit was reached., 
Changed the 
trolley and released the 
brake at 
Ute rear end of the car 
lie­ 
fer® he could reach the brake a t the 
front end, however, the car had 
a t­ 
tained such 
speed on tbedown grad** 
that Hic appliances for slackening its 
speed were powerless, and at a curve 
the car left the rails and overturned.

charged from the latter InstltuUon in 
February, 1903, aud sent lo the (Milo 
stale asylum, Massillon, hating been 
declared insane, From this institution 
he was discharged as fully cured ult or 
being detained only two months,

In March, 1903, Kruger canto to this 
county and secured employment at the 
No. I plant of the Jamison Coal & Coke 
company, three miles 
northeast 
of 
town. 
In February he bad been 
re- 
'eased front the Western penitentiary 
ifter serving a term for petty larceny. 
With him came Peter Mattern, a notor­ 
ious character in the county for many 
veals, and his brother. Fred Krttgor. 


On July 5 Louis Olios, a miner, pre 
fermi a charge against the trio of at­ 
tempting to dynamite his home while 
his family was abed. 
Mattern 
and 
Fred Kruger were brought to Greens­ 
burg and remanded to jail for trial at 
ourt. Charles Kruger was away from 
homo at the time of the arrests. 


On Thursday, July 9, Constable Hen­ 
ry Foster merer, of Greensburg, went 
to Jamison No. I with a warrant for 
Kruger's arrest. 
The warrant 
was 
read and Kruger consented to come to 
Greensburg. 
The constable was 
un­ 
armed. although warned before leaving 
Greensburg that he was about to ar­ 
rest. a dangerous man. Kruger went to 
an adjoining room for his coat and pro­ 
curing a revolver shot three times at 
tho constable. 
Kruger was seen 
to 
leave tho house immediately after the 
shots were fired ami made off across 
country. 
Hierer was brought to 
the 
West­ 
moreland hospital. 
One 
bullet 
had 
penetrated his brain and he died with­ 
out regaining consciousness. 
A posse, headed by Sheriff John Ii 
Treacher, hunted all day within a wide 
radius of the scene of the murder, aud 
it was 
not until nightfall that 
the 
murderer was found hiding in a tree, 
three-fourths of a mile from Jamison 
No. I. 
Kruger was tried al the November 
term of the quarter 
sessions 
court. 
The proceedings were carefully 
and 
cautiously conducted, and two full days 
were required in tho taking of testi­ 
mony. Tho jury arrived at a first de­ 
gree verdict after deliberating 
less 
than an hour. 
Throughout the 
trial 
Kruger was in a surly mood and when 
sentence of death was pronounced he 
turned to the trial judge and said: “ I II 
meet, you in hell.” 
Kruger attracted 
a 
national noto­ 
riety because of 
his confessions to 
whoesate crimes. Soon after the death 
sentence had been pronounced he told 
his jailors that he was guilty of 
the 
murder of Alexander McNaught along 
the Pennsylvania 
railroad, 
east 
of 
Greensburg, five years ago. These con­ 
fessions were made the subject of ex­ 
haustive investigations, but their au­ 
thenticity could not be established. 
Governor Penny packer set the exe­ 
cution for Thursday, January 14, but 
granted a respite of 3b days in order 
that his sanity might be inquired into. 
Dr. George C. McLeod, of Philadelphia, 
of the state board of charities, 
was 
sent to Greensburg. 
After two inter­ 
views with the prisoner he declared 
him perfectly sane. 
Kruger was 23 years obi. 
He was 
of German extraction, 
having 
been 
born in Westphalia. 
At an early age 
lie came to this country with his fam­ 
ily. For many years he lived at Home­ 
stead, Pa. 
The family now reside at 
East Liverpool. The proper name is 


Petowsky. 
Kruger has served two terms of im­ 
prisonment in penal institutions. 
He 
was confined in the Western peniten­ 
tiary upon a conviction for larceny, and 
iii the Canton workhouse, being dis­ 
charged from the latter institution in 
February, 1903, and sent to the Ohio 
state asylum. Massillon, having been 
declared insane. From this institution 
he was discharged as fully cured at'' r 
being detained only two months. It is 
alleged that he feigned insanity.

M ayor M cLane was particularly In­ 
sistent that to efficiently guard tho 
hundreds of millions of treasure that 
lay buried beneath (ho smouldering 
ruins called for the strong arm of tho 
federal soldiers. 
The announcement 
of the legislative committee that It 
would recommend at once the immedi­ 
ate passage of tho necessary resolu* 
tion was received with pleasure.

METERS MUST BE TESTED 


And Reach a Certain 
Standard 
or 
There Is a Severe Penalty for Their 
Use—Cities May Provide Gas In­ 
spectors.

Columbus, February ll.—(Special.) 
—Tho natural ga* bill which Hon. E. 
W. Hill. of E ast Liverpool, has intro­ 
ducer! In tho legislature, contains many 
strict provisions, as follows 
Section I. 
That sections 3554, 3555. 
3556, 3558, 3561 and 2484 of the Re­ 
vised Statutes of Ohio br- amended to 
read as follows:

and stumped, ami tested as aforesaid 
uh al I forfeit and pay not less than $25 
nor more than $100. to be recovered 
upon thp complaint of any consumer, 
in the name of the state, before any 
court of competent Jurisdiction.

There shall be. pro­ 
vided, at the expense of th** gas com­ 
panies, doing business In this state. 
by the state sealer of weights and 
measures, at the Ohio State Universi­ 
ty, a standard measure of the cubic 
foot, and such other apparatus as In 
his Judgment shall be necessary for the 
performance of his duties under this 
chapter.

UNCLE SAM NEUTRAL 


Upon Invitation of Russia Unl« 


ted States W ill Draft De­ 


claration of Neutrality. 


CREDIT DUE TO SECRETARY HAY 


Asks the Co-Operation of Other Pow­ 


ers in Endeavor to Localize Seat of 


War*—-Japan and Russia Desire to 


Confine Hostilities to Themselves. 


Washington, F eb.lI.—Russia invited 
of the United States a declaration of 
her neutrality in the Far Eastern war. 
Secretary Hay sent the draft of tile 
declaration of our neutrality to tho 
president for his signature. 
Having 
received enough favorable replies to 
insure the concurrent action of Eu­ 
ropean powers in his endeavor "to lo­ 
calize within as small an area as pos­ 
sible the hostilities in the Far East 
and to insure over as much of China 
as invisible hor neutrality,” Secretary 
Hay addressed notes to Russia aud 
Japan, inviting their co-operation in 
this endeavor and announcing that tho 
United States stood stalwartly for this 
principle. 
It. was known in advance 
that both the combatant powers de­ 
sire tho localization of tho war. 
In tho present period of tho nego­ 
tiations state department officials find 
it inexpedient to discuss the various 
steps which led tip to the issuance of 
tho note, but from a diplomat whose 
government, while entirely neutral, la 
conversant with the progress of events 
this statement was obtained: 


Hay Took Bold Step. 
“To Secretary Hay undoubtedly be 
longs tho full credit for tho initiation 
of this policy, which is Iho boldest 
step yet taken by any country for tho 
preservation of the integrity of China. 
The

Until the extent of the damage in- J 
fileted by Japan's sudden and daring 
torpedo boat attack Is fully known 
It will not Igf* possible to estimate how 
much of the Russian effective force in 
the Orient has been put out of coni-1 
mission. 
In view, however, of the rumored 
fact that a goodly portion of the Rtu 
sian fleet is icebound in the Vlad!- 
vostock harbor, 
the ripping of the 
fleet at Port Arthur and the capture 
of vessels stationed at Chemulpo is 
of immense importance and indicates 
that at least until weather conditions 
improve Russia must act on the de­ 
fensive.
